FRENCH postal authorities have informed the Post- 
office Department at Washington relative to the par- 
cels post convention with France, that the following 
regulations have gone into effect: A bill or invoice 
may be included in a parcel ; confections and pastes are 
not prohibited ; no limit of value is prescribed for the 
contents of a parcel ; two copies of the customs declara- 
tion must accompany each parcel, each copy indicating 
the gross weight of the parcel and the net weight of 
its contents; only parcels addressed for deiivery in 
continental France are mailable. 








Arter months of curtailed customs receipts the turn 
of the tide has been reached, according to treasury 
officials at Washington. They say the heavy import 
orders that are going abroad in all lines mean that 
customs receipts will soon begin to increase percepti- 
bly. James L. Gerry, until recently chief of customs 
in the treasury, now of New York, says the customs 
outlook is good. “A marked improvement is at hand,” 
said Mr. Gerry. “Heavy import orders are being sent 
abroad for goods of all kinds. The actual entries so 
tar show little increase, but it will not be long before 
the effect of heavy buying in Europe will be seen in 
enlarged customs receipts.”

Exports of iron and steel from the United States 
in the fiscal year ended June 30, 1908, had a total value 
of $183,982,182, as compared with $181,530,871 in 
the preceding year and $160,984,985 in 1906. A de- 
crease in the export business in June, when the value 
of the material sent out was $11,677,944, as compared 
with $17,266,259 in the corresponding month last year, 
brought the total down considerably from the figure 
estimated earlier. However, the exports in the fiscal 
year recently ended made a high record and the fig- 
ures did not irclude the value of the ores. shipped 
abroad. The total value of the machinery exported 
was $89,470,974, as compared with $90,055,000 in the 
preceding year, the decrease being due to the heavy 
falling off in the shipments in June. In 1900 the to- 
tal value of the exports of iron and steel was $121,- 
913,500, in 1890 it was $25,542,200, and in 188o it was 
$14,716,500.

The New York Times has been printing 
from credit men in different sections of the country, 
setting forth their opinions of the business done so far 
this year, and what they think of the outlook for the 
future. In almost every instance these men, whose 
business naturally makes them pursue a cautious pol-

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icy, admit that business this year, while it falls short of 
that of last year, has been as good as that of 1906. 
One of these credit men, for instance, has the follow- 
ing to say about the situation in Baltimore: 

“By canvass we found that the manufacturing and job- 
bing interests of Baltimore for the five months of 1908 did 
a business amounting to 90 per cent of what was covered by 
the same period of 1907, but they equaled the same period 
of 1906; 1907 was our best spring season. We also found 
with reference to business from the districts where fruit 
products are raised that it showed an increase over previous 
years. Our loss was heaviest in the industrial districts, but 
on the whole we had 90 per cent of 1907 business.” 


From this it may be deduced that while the country 
has not done the business expected of it by the prog- 
ress of 1907, it has done a business far beyond what 
might be looked for after the depressing times of last 


fall. 
The government crop report for July indicates that 


there will be another enormous yield of corn, and it , 


is believed that the yield of 1907 will be surpassed. 
The collected figures show almost 101,000,000 acres 
devoted to corn. This acreage exceeds by more than 
4,000,000 that of 1906. In that year, when the yield 
was finally counted, it was found to be 2,927,416,000 
bushels. The crop for 1908 is estimated as likely to 
come within 200,000,000 bushels of the record of 1906. 
While the ideal conditions of that season have not been 
realized this year, the situation is so favorable every- 
where that the farmers are happy over the outlook.

the water. Although the United States Government 
has not been collecting a tax on denatured alcohol for 
the past year or so, this commodity has not been mak- 
ing the progress in the United States that it has 
abroad. A typical denatured alcohol distillery is now 
being constructed in this country, the government hav- 
ing voted $20,000 towards its erection. 
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RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

As might have been anticipated, the intense and 
practically continuous heat of the past few weeks, the 
drought and the dust, have combined to unsettle some- 
what the minds of people everywhere throughout the 
country. The fish-story fiend has probably suffered 
more than others of the genus Homo, for to all intents 
and purposes he is fit to send to the lunatic asylum. 
Indications of this fact have been numerous of late, 
and the situation is far from encouraging, when 
viewed from the standpoint of truth and soberness. 

A story reaches me from Worthing, 5S. D., that the 
fish in that section of the country have acquired quite 
a taste for veal. During the recent high water large 
pike and carp made their way up a drainage canal in 
Grant township, with the result, it is said, that Henry 
Hanson, a farmer, lost a young calf, carried off by a 
gigantic pike. Melvin E. Sundvold tells the story as 
reported by Hanson. The farmer heard a noise among 
his cattie one night, and rushed out toward the trouble, 
which he found was near the canal. He found sev- 
eral calves standing belly deep in water, and noticed 
one little calf making a desperate effort to put its tail 
free from something. The farmer, with his bare legs, 
was afraid of barbed wire, but he waded cautiously 
toward the calf, and, just as he caught it, a monster 
pike lashed the water all over him, and for a moment 
he was blinded. Wiping the water from his eyes, he 
found the calf was being dragged toward deep water. 
Hanson made a desperate effort to reach the animal 
before it was dragged into the canal, but he failed, and 
the calf struggled until it finally drowned. 

Still another story reaches me that at the home of 
George Foster, nine miles south of Council Bluffs, 
Iowa, two litters of pigs and a number of ducklings 
have been eaten by fish. This story is told by Ben 
Marks, who has lost property worth $10,000 in recent 
floods. “Buffalo, carp and some other species of fish 
with which I am not acquainted, but which are of verv 
large size, have been brought into our hog lots and 
feeding places by the high water,” Mr. Marks says. 
“The moment the pigs or ducklings wade into the 
water they are seized and never reappear. The num- 
ber of them eaten by fish is astonishing.” Of course 
there is no question about Mr. Marks’ mind having 
become unbalanced. I would not blame the heat and 
drought entirely, however, for his $10,000 loss prob- 
ably helped some. 

Down near Lake Village, Ark., the weather has been 
so hot that on August 2, it is reported, thousands of 
perch, lake trout, yellow and shovel billed catfish, pike, 
and bass climbed out on to the banks of Grand lake and 
were beaten to death by the natives. It is said that 
the fish took to dry land to escape the heat of the lake, 
which suddenly rose to a high temperature from an 
unknown cause. 

It is impossible to overlook, or to attempt to mini- 
mize the startling news that comes to me from Kala- 
mazoo, Mich. That interesting city, as is generallv 
known, is situated near the placid little body of water 
known as Long lake. The men, women, and chil- 
‘ren of Kalamazoo have bathed in this little body of 
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water every summer for years without discovering 
that it contained anything save minnows, perch, sun- 
fish, eels, an occasional bass, and the usual mud turtles. 
Nothing unusual has ever been seen in and nothing 
unusual has ever occurred at Long lake, in short, until 
the heat and its attendant consequences began to 
make themselves manifest. Then people began to re- 
turn from Long lake with strange stories—stories not 
alarming at first, but calculated to create the impres- 
sion in the public mind of Kalamazoo that mysterious 
things were happening out that way. Some told of 
seeing pike weighing anywhere from forty to fifty 
pounds jumping out of the water. Then there was 
talk of muskellunge weighing eighty to a hundred 
pounds that had almost upset pleasure boats by swish- 
ing their tails. Then a man came into Kalamazoo 
one evening with a story to the effect that he had seen 
a mermaid in Long lake. Still later, a party of young 
people reported that while bathing they had been at- 
tacked by a school of porpoises. And, finally, we have 
the story which goes to show that people in small in- 
land western towns cannot be too careful in hot 
weather. This is to the effect that William Delevan, a 
respectable and truthful fisherman, and four women 
of Kalamazoo, while boating on Long lake not leng 
ago were horrified by the appearance of a monster 
about sixty feet in length with the head of an alliga- 
tor, the back of a turtle, and a dark red skin. The 
statements made by each of the five persons who saw 
this serpent tally almost exactly except that they are 
not entirely agreed as to two points—the assertion 
of fisherman Delevan, that the creature's eyes shone 
like the electric lamps of an auto and the assertion 
of one of the women that it tooted when rounding 
the boat and gave off an odor like that of a gasoline 
engine. The most alarming thing connected with 
this latest intelligence from Long lake is that the story 
is not questioned by the people of Kalamazoo. It is to 
be hoped for Kalamazoo’s sake, that the wind may 
change and that rain may fall over there before long.

RANGE PEDDLER PUT TO ROUT, 


Maypearl, Tex., is a good place for peddlers of 
ranges to keep away from, at least so long as Jones & 
Davis continue in business in that town. A _ few 
weeks ago a peddler invaded Maypearl and started out 
to do a regular land office business, having sold, it is 
said, ten. ranges before the vigilant Jones & Davis 
were aware that he was working in the town. When, 
however, the discovery was made by J. & D. they at 
once started to make things warm for him. They 
inserted a snappy advertisement in their town paper 
and sent out to their customers the following letter, 
which, together, proved to be successful in routing 
the peddler from the vicinity, only one sale, it is said, 
having been made by him after Jones & Davis got 


busy. Following is the letter: 

“Since sending out our last circular letter on stoves and 
ranges, we have been informed there is a party going through 
the country selling ranges at $79.00 each, which, he claims, 
will last 20 years, and we have also been informed that this 
party is representing our ranges to be third-class goods, and 
that lots of them have burned out with two years’ usage 

“Now, we have only been in business for four years, and 
we have inquired about the steel ranges we sold in 1905, and 
find that they are all intact, and, apparently, as good as new. 
Let us suppose, for the sake of argument, that he is correct 
in stating that our goods are inferior, and that his are first- 
class: :

If 
you don’t believe this, give us $79.00, and we will guarantee 
to keep you in stoves the balance of your lifetime.

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Regarding the issuing of catalogues by country mer- 
chants, 1 might say that we have issued catalogues 
with gratifying results. The first issue involved a 
great deal of time, trouble and expense, which I do 
not think we or any other country dealer would be 
justified in shouldering for his own individual inter- 
est. 

Our plans are to furnish the catalogues to other mer- 
chants at a cost of $50 per thousand, or $30 for five 
hundred. The forms are kept standing, the cover be- 
ing a separate form so that any merchant desiring a 
number of copies can have his name printed thereon 
where ours appears. We have handed out about 500 
so far and are well pleased with the plan. Our solici- 
tor obtains personal interviews usually with farmers to 
whom the catalogues are distributed, and spends about 
five minutes with each one he visits. We also keep the 
name and address of each one solicited. 

We are well pleased with the plan. To do this, how- 
ever, alone and individually for our own interest and 
benefit, would be out of the question. We think our 
plan solves the retail merchant’s problem as far as 
catalogues to consumer are concerned. 

I might add that since we began this plan of adver- 
tising which was about three months ago, we have 
sold, four times as many sewing machines in the last 
three months as we had sold in about the two years 
previous. Of course you will realize that it could only 
be done by making the price to meet competition.

THE KELSEY “ZIG-ZAG” FLUES. 





In the Kelsey warm-air generator, manufactured 
by the Kelsey Heating Co., Syracuse, N. Y., the fire 
itself is surrounded by, and the combustion chamber is 
‘ormed by, cast-iron flues. The sides of these flues are 
cest with deep corrugations, so that the air in passing 
up through them is deflected from one side to the oth- 
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er, and in that way being evenly and uniformly heated 
when emerging at the top and before entering the 
warm-air pipes.

The steel shield works automatically, and when the 
door is closed lies in the bottom of the chute, allow- 
ing the light to shine into the cellar.

The first illustration shows the window automati- 


cally locked open, furnishing protection to the siding” 


above the opening where the most damage occurs. 
The raised lid is the open-work lid shown in the sec- 
ond illustration, when opened for shoveling fuel into 


the cellar or basement. The chute swings out auto- . 


matically, a free sliding metal plate protecting the 
celluloid window plate and wire screen that afford 
light and ventilation through the open work shown in 
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the second illustration, The loosely sliding metal 
plate protects the fragile elements mentioned from 
injury when fuel is being taken into the ceilar, When 
the lid is closed down the plate of metal automati- 
cally drops down so that light is admitted. When ven- 
tilation is required the celluloid sheet is removed and 
only the wire screen remains. The device when closed 
locks on the inside and hence is burglar proof. The

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PATTERN WANTED OF WALL STACK BOOT. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN:

The following is Mr. Osborne’s article which ap- 
peared in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN some months ago, 
and to which Mr. Smith has reference : 

Furnace Pipe Boot by Triangulation. 

As triangulation is a more simple and accurate meth- 
od of obtaining patterns for some of the more irreg- 
ular and complicated shapes, this chapter is given for 
the benefit of those unfamiliar with the process. 

Figure I is a perspective view of a common shape 
of boot for furnace pipe, and is a transition piece, or 
more strictly speaking, the body between the straight 
collars is a transition piece, and is the portion for 
which we will develop the pattern. 

This boot is to fit a round pipe at one end 10 inches

in diameter, and to fit a “riser” or wall pipe at. the 
other 2x14 inches. 

‘n practice it is unnecessary to draw the perspec- 
uve. And even the elevations may be omitted, if the

shown at the bottom of Fig. 2, the circle and the 
parallelogram. 

pace the circle into any desired number of equal 

‘s, here 10 are used. Construct a diagram of tri- 

es as shown at the right of “side elevation.” Make 
erpendicular E B equal to the vertical height of 
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the body of .the article, and the base exactly at right 
angles to it, and of indefinite length. With the divid- 
ers measure each of the distances from the corner D 
to E, 1, 2, 3, 4 and § and set each one as found, off 
to the right from E on the base line of the diagram of 
triangles, marking each one for future references.

Then take the distances from X to 5, 6, 7, 8, 9 and 
19 being careful to number each one. 

Now to develop the pattern, draw the right angle 
B E D, making B E equal to the vertical height (B E 
of the diagram of triangles) and E D equal to E D of 
the plan (one-half the length of one side of the par- 
allelogram) and with one pair of dividers take the 
distance from B to 1 on the D of T and place one 
foot at D on pattern, and with another pair of dividers 
set to one of the spaces on circle place one foot of 
these at B on pattern. Describe a short arc to intersect 
an arc made by the other spanned from D, thus lo- 
cating the point 1 of the irregular curve of pattern. 
Keep the one pair of dividers set the length of one 
of the spaces and continue in rotation, setting the other 
pair from B to 2 on the D of T and span from D to 
meet the space dividers at 2, and continue the meas- 
urements thus until 5 is located on the curve line of 





pattern. Then take the distance from 5-X from B 
on the D of T and span downward from 5 on the pat- 
tern and meet it with a measurement from D equal 
to D X on the plan (with width of the parallelogram ). 
Then proceed with the remaining distances the same 
as with the first quarter of the circle, except we span 
from X instead of D to locate 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10. 

It was necessary for us to take the measurement 
from 5 to X as well as from 5 to D on plan and trans- 


























the pattern. 

Now to locate the point G of pattern take the dis- 
tance 10 to G shown in “end elevation” and ‘span it 
downward from 10 on pattern and meet it with the 
distance X G of plan (half the length of parallelo- 
gram) spanned out from X. Connect the points thus 
found by straight lines from D to X, from X to G and 
from G to 10, and by drawing a free hand curve 
through B, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9 and 10, which com- 
pletes one-half the pattern. The other half may be 
drawn in the same manner, or by cutting out this half 
and scribing around it. 

The end elevation was referred to once in the above 
description, and a measurement from that elevation 
was used in locating G on the pattern, but we could 
have located it without the end elevation, by measur- 
ing across from 10 to G on the plan and transferring 
the distance to the base line of the D of T, then 
 * from that point to B is equal to 10 G of the eleva- 
tion, and of the pattern as well. 

Of course, an allowance must be made all around 
this pattern, to lock the ends of pattern together, and 
to lock the collars on.

Now, for instance, take a roof of one-half pitch, 
which we will say is 32 feet from the corner. It is 
possible to draw a pattern for this run of gutter which 
will fit all right.

By removing the bolts the base can be 
made to fit four different sizes of chimneys. In chang- 
ing the size of the base for large or small chimneys 
the size of the base collar is increased or diminished.

METAL ROOFS VS. SLAG AND COMPOSITION 
ROOFS. 

W. H. Barnard of Norfolk, Va., secretary of the 
National Association of Master Sheet Metal Work- 
ers of the United States, is sending out the following 
circular in the interest of sheet metal roofing : 





“In various parts of the United States many disastrous 
fires have been reported in buildings that have been covered 
with gravel, slag and composition roofs. On account of the 
cheapness in the cost of applying these roofs, they are being 
largely used, because in most instances the rate of fire in- 
surance on buildings that are roofed with this .aaterial is 
about the same as when covered with a fire-retarding or fire- 
proof metal roof. The owner is of course seeking to install 
his building at the lowest possible cost and the higher priced 
metal roof is therefore not used in many cases where it 
should be. 

“The manufacturers of composition roofs are shrewdly 
and diligently taking advantage of present conditions and 
are industriously and extravagantly advertising their goods 
to the detriment of metal roofs. I have nothing disparaging 
to say of their efforts, but I would ask a few questions: 

“In the first place, the National Association of Master 
Sheet Metal Workers has very successfully induced the 
manufacturers of tin plate to give the deepest attention to 
the quality of the tin plate which they are making for roof- 
ing purposes, and there is an abundance of evidence that 
more care is being given to the quality of roofing tin than 
was the case some time ago 

“Therefore let me ask: First, as you are a master sheet 
metal worker, you certainly must know sheet metal roofs (to 
say the least) possess fire-resisting qualities that are not pos- 
sessed by slag, gravel or tar roofs 

“Have you made any effort in your city to point out to 
the city authorities on one hand and to the local board of 
fire insurance men on, the other, the superior fire-resisting 
qualities of metal roofs over the other kind? 

“Do you know that a building covered with an inflam- 
mable roof should reasonably bear a higher rate of fire in- 
surance than if covered with a light, water-tight, fire-proof 
metal roof? 

“If this were the case, can you not see that it would give 
a tremendous boost to the metal roof business? 

“The National Association of Master Sheet Metal Work- 
ers has been very diligent in promoting the formation of lo- 
cal associations of master sheet metal workers, and it is the 
duty of such organizations, when formed, to look about 
them and work to improve their business conditions. 

“What has your local done in reference to advancing tin 
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roofing interests by seeing to it that competitive roofs of 
other kinds should be handicapped by higher insurance rates, 
in proportion to their more inflammable character? 

“Do you know that the National Association of Master 
Sheet Metal Workers has conducted (for the purpose of ex- 
posing the difference) exhibitions of the fire results of the 
two kinds of roofs and has liberally distributed illustrations 
of the same? 

“The National Association meets only once a year, and 
while it is busy in giving a good accotint of itself, it does 
not have the opportunity to do detail work that local asso- 
ciations have, that meet, say twice a month. 


“The National Association will appreciate with the keen- 
est interest a good report in this line from any local at the 
Chicago convention, which meets August 19, 20 and 21, 1908.”

The old saying that “some people want the earth 
with a fence around it,” is very clearly exemplified in 
the following letter from George Wilson of The 
George Wilson Hardware and Supply Co. of Flor- 
ence, Colo., which concern recently advertised in THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN for a sheet metal worker and 
plumber.

Our town has 3,500 people with a surrounding neighbor- 
hood: of about three or four thovsand more. There are three 
shops of this kind in the town and competition is very keen. 

We pay not exceeding $20 per week for eight hours’ 
work a day to start, and the rate of wages depends entirely 
on the-ability of the workman, from the fact that the shop 
must be profitable or it would be better to shut it up. 

The last man that worked for us was with us nearly ten 
years. House rent costs from $8 to $15 per month, according 
to the kind of house and the locality. Board is $5 per week 
and room rent from $5 to $10 per month, according to what a 
person wants. 

The altitude of Florence is 5,100 feet. We have the finest 
climate in the world, but our town is a small one and we do 
not expect to get the finest on earth, but are willing to treat 
a man sight and hope for the same in return. - 

If any man wishes to apply for the position on the above 
terms he must write us at once. We reserve the right to ter- 
minate the engagement of the man we may employ at any 
time, if his services are not satisfactory. The applicant must 
be capable of doing good honest work,

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The hardware trade during the past week has mani- 
fested little change. Manufacturers, jobbers and re- 
tailers seem to be confident that the fall will witness a 
revival of interest and a general buying movement in 
all grades. It is said that July of the current year was 
a little under the normal for that month in former 
years, and it looks as if August would see about the 
same volume of business as is usual during this month. 
Manufacturers are placing their hopes in the depleted 
stocks of both jobbers and retailers. Prices are gen- 
erally well maintained and collections are reported to 
he good. 

Wire nails are again beginning to exhibit some 
activity, thought to be due to preparations on the part 
of jobbers for the fall demand. Manufacturers have 
still a fair quota of orders on their books, which, it is 
said, will take until the end of the summer to fill, and 
by that time it is expected that there will be a good 
volume of new business in progress. Prices of wire 
nails are being well maintained, but it is expected that 
should jobbers begin to buy heavily there will be some 
advance. Cut nails are still dull under the small tak- 
ings of jobbers, who are carrying light stocks and are 
taking nothing beyond immediate requirements. Mill 
shipments are small, and the various plants are still 
running with reduced forces on part time. Demand 
in the local market continues light. Prices are still a 
little irregular, and concessions from the list are read- 
ily procurable. New business in barb wire continues 
small, it being between seasons. Mills, however, are 
shipping heavily against old contracts. There is a lit- 
tle better demand for smooth wire, and dealers antici- 
pate a heavy volume of orders in the early fall. The 
base price of wire nails at the mill is $1.95 per keg. 
The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full carloads, 
$2.10 at the mill for less than carloads and $2.40 out 
of store. The base price of cut nails at the mill is 
$1.80 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.85 for full 
carloads at the mill, $1.95 for less than carloads at the 
mill and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted at 
$2.13 ; painted barb wire, $2.28; galvanized barb wire, 
$2.58 ; smooth annealed wire, $1.98 ; smooth galvanized 
wire, $2.28; galvanized staples, $2.53 ; polished staples, 
$2.23. Quotations to retailers in car lots are 5 cents 
higher and in less than car lots 15 cents higher. 





TINPLATE. 

The American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. gained 8 per 
cent in its operations during the week, running 60 per 
cent of their mills. The demand for tin plate is as 
great as ever, but the hot mills produce more black 
plate than the tinning mills can finish, hence the mills 
have to close until the finishing departments catch up. 
The independent sheet mills are doing fairly well, and 
are said to be working to 75 per cent capacity.

COPPER. 


The copper market has been excited and sharply ad- 
vanced during the past week, a net gain of % cent 
being scored, the price of Lake at last reaching 14 
cents. At this price 1,000,000 pound lots are reported 
to have-been sold in the New York market, with sales 
at the same quotation in the Boston market. Electro- 
lytic is being held firmly at 1374 cents, with consumers 
willing to buy all grades at the advance. Meanwhile 
producers are content to hold their copper at a 14-cent 
basis for a while, the present level being very satis- 
factory. The New York Metal Exchange quotes cop- 
per firm at 1334@14 cents for Lake, 1354@13% cents 
for electrolytic and 133%4@13% cents for casting. The 
London market shows a net advance for the week of 
£1 2s 6d on spot and £1 on futures at £61 5s and £62 
respectively. 

Sheet copper has been advanced 1 cent in sympathy 
with the market for ingots, the new base price being 18 
cents. Yellow metal is unchanged at 16 cents for di- 
mensions, 14 cents for sheathing and sheathing nails. 
15 cents for slating nails and 16 cents for keel and 
stem metal.

PIG. IRON. 

There-is a yery general improvement in the market 
ior pig iron in all sections, more actval business having 
been consummated during the past week than in any 
week since the beginning of the depression. The 
number. of inquiries is.showing a steady and very sat- 
isfactory increase from week to week, and some good- 
sized orders have been placed recently, large and small 
concerns being in the.market for lots of varying ton- 
nage. Prices have stiffened up considerably during 
the week, especially on Alabama iron, and no conces- 
sions.are being made.at present. The Tennessee Coal 
& Iron Co. advanced its quotation to $12.50, and was 
lollowed bythe Sloss-Sheffield Steel & Iron Co., this 
placing practically. all the Alabama furnaces on the 
same basis. The Virginia furnaces, which held their 
prices very firmly throughout the depression, are in 
some instances.asking still higher prices, and some 
concerns in New York and Pennsylvania are reported 
to be holding at an advance of 50 cents per ton. There 
seems. to be a general prevalence of effort to purchase 
lor delivery over a longer period, many inquiries now 
being for the first quarter of 1909, though it is douht- 
ful if any actual sales have been closed for this de 
iivery, most of the transactions being for immediate 
delivery.or for the last quarter of the current year. It 
is almost impossible to buy for speculation under pres- 
ent conditions, as the furnaces are unwilling to sell 
ahead of this year at current prices, this and the desire 
for delivery next year showing that both furnace nien 
and consumers believe that prices will be higher after 
the end of 1908. Though all the furnaces are now 
practically on the same_basis of selling price as the 
others in their district, the market range of quotations 
is unchanged, as it did not include concessions from 
h. former asking prices.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “Active inquiry resulting in prompt sales for tonna*e 
contemplated has made the pig iron market this week one of 
interest and satisfaction. There seems to be increasing secu 
rity. felt by buyers in placing business for.extended period as 
it is possible to get respective furnaces to quote, and the 
result has been that the total tonnage in the Central Terri- 
tory has footed up well. As an effect of the active market in 
the last three weeks some furnaces are refusing to quote, 
others are much firmer in price, and still others have ad 
vanced figures and are very firm in their ideas. This situa- 
tion is particularly true in the South, to which point has gone 
a large bulk of the recent buying. Consumption appears to 
be increasing. In several lines consumers report better busi- 
ress than for any time for over a year. On the other hand, 
there are still some lines that are doing practically nothing 
on account of manufacturing for buyers who are still stead- 
fastly refusing to come into the market. A _ considerable 
range in prices in Northern iron is noticeable, but as the 
bookings at various furnaces for the balance of 1908 continue 
to be taken up, this, it is expected, will be rapidly reduced and 
Northern producers will shortly be lined up on a scale more 
in harmony than is now in evidence. Some grades are scarce; 
furnace stocks are being reduced and there is a better feel 
ing throughout the trade 

“Pig iron production during the month of July is report 
ed as being some 130,000 tons increase over June and this 
brought the half year’s production to approximately 7,000,000 
tons. This“is a trifle more than one-half as much as was 
produced during the same period a year ago. 

“Coke is exceedingly active, especially in furnace grades, 
and it is reported that the plants in the Virginia and the 
Pocahontas fields have all they can take care of for the im- 
mediate future. Production is increasing and prices for fur- 
nace fuel are very stiff after a slight advance. The action of 
the miners in the Birmingham District has made itself felt 
in this respect as coke from the Virginia and Pocahontas 
fields is going into Southern furnace stacks. Foundry Coke 
is steady and good brands are still offering at attractive 
figures, although most of the companies have booked a round 
tonnage for several months to come.” 


Matthew Addy & Co, Cincinanti, will say in their week- 
ly report: “Throvgh all the middle west consumers of pig 
iron have been buying this week. The purchasing has been 
widespread and general in character in that no particular in 
dustry has been the leader. Two of the Ohio pipe shops 
placed round lot orders, a large agricultural implement 
works bought a good tonnage, several malleable works hav: 
filled up, yet the large orders have been eclipsed by the vol- 
ume of many small orders. Lots of from 50 tons up to 2 
tons haye been numerous. Most of the deliveries named in 
the contracts are for the balance of the year, though some iron 
has been bought for the first quarter of 1909 and there has 
been quite a demand for the second quarter. So far as we 
know the furnaces are unwilling to make contracts so long 
in the, future, preferring at the prices which are now ruling 
to not go farther ahead than is absolutely necessary. 

“Tn southern iron there has been this month a sharp ad 
vance. From the old price of $11.50, Birmingham, for 2 foun; 
dry, the market has gone to $12.50, at which quotation most 
of the southern ironmasters are firm. The result of this ad- 
vance has been not to entirely stop the buying of southern 
iron, but to somewhat check it as consumers in many cases 
are waiting.to see if the advance can be maintained. Northern 
iron in consequence has had a freer field and the bulk of this 
week’s tonnage has gone to the northern furnaces, Their 
prices have not yet been advanced. 

“The coke market has been brisk and good 

“As a matter of fact the recent history of the iron trade 
shows a great industry rising from the depths of a profound 
depression and slowly with many halts and much hesitation 
gettting onthe firm and solid road of prosperity again. Just 
now the main thing lacking to really make the situation very 
good indeed is the absence of buying of finished stuff by the 
railroads, Yet even without the railroads the iron trade is
